Grant discusses aide's

Payne, who chaired the 
Geneva-based World Alliance of 
YMCAs_ Refugee Committee 
from 1973 to 1981, said, "I was 
appalled at the destruction of 
Monrovia which included the 
YMCA building I had helped to 
raise funds for at one time. We 
visited an orphanage and the chil- 
dren were in the same malnour- 
ished Condition as those I visited 
in 1974 in the Wollo Province of 
Ethiopia. It is inconceivable to me 
that in a time when we are all a 
part of the global village we can 
turn our heads on these starving 
people. The United Stated, be- 
cause of its historic relationship 
with Liberia, has a responsibility 
to enlist other world powers to 
provide humanitarian assistance. 
While our government has led the 
way so far, the needs of 
1,250,000 refugees and displaced 
persons are massive and above 
our capacity to fulfill. Without 
worldwide support this society 
may never be revived.” 

‘On Thursday Payne arrived in 
Banjul, Gambia where the three 


warring factions and Liberia's 
West African-sponsored interim 
government are to begin a new 
Series of meetings with ECOWAS 
countries to try to sustain the 
cease fire. Payne said, "everyone 
was disappointed that Charles 
Taylor did not participate. Rather 
he sent his Defense Minister Tom 
Woewiyu. While the meeting is 
scheduled for four days Payne 
was cautious in his hopes for a 
successful outcome without the 
presence of Taylor. 

However, a joint statement of 
the Warring Parties in Liberia 
was signed at 4:30 p.m. on Friday 
before Payne departed for the 
states. The statement signed by 
Woewiyu of the NPFL, as well as 
Perer Naigow for the Johnson-led 
Independent National Patriotic 
Front of Liberia (NPFL) and Gen. 
Hezekiah Bowen for the former 
Doe-headed Armed Forces of 
Liberia (AFL) agreed to organize 
an All-Liberia Conference in 
Liberia within the next 60 days to 
R a future interim government.

Tax reform: Why we did what we did

I wish to take this time to per- 
sonally explain the Tax Reform 
package which I, as Assembly 
Majority Leader authored and 
a Jim Florio signed into 

W. 


Depending on the measure- 
ment or methodology, New Jer- 
sey ranks second or third among 
all states in the levels of property 
taxes levied (Wyoming always 
ranks first because of the large 
percentage of untaxed land owned 
by the Federal Government). 

In New Jersey, property taxes 
have been rising at triple the rate 
of inflation. Property taxes have 
gone up 66.5 percent in just the 
past five years. In 1981, 58 per- 
cent of state spending went to 
municipalities. By the end of the 
Kean Administration in 1989, 
only 48 percent of state aid made 
it to municipalities; increasing the 
burden on local property tax dol- 
lars to pay for many programs 
and services, 


In 1986, the average property 
tax burden for homeowners with 
incomes between $20,000 and 
$30,000 was, as a percentage, 
three times as great as the burden 
for homeowners earning $150,00 
to $200,000. 


Homeowners with incomes 


less than, $20,000 (such as; senior 


citizens) paid 11 percent of their 
1986 income on property taxes 
while homeowners —_ earning 
$200,000 paid less than 1 percent. 
In New Jersey. property taxes 
amount to 42.1 percent of the to- 
tal bill for all kinds of state and 
local taxes; this is higher than the 
national average of 30.4 percent. 
New Jersey's figures ranks only 
behind Oregon, New Hampshire, 
Wyoming and Montana. 

Thirty-Five states contribute 
more to support local school dis- 
tricts than does New Jersey. The 
national average of state aid pro- 
gram pays 50.19% of elementary/ 
secondary school costs while 
New Jersey pays only 43%.

The tax reform package re- 
lieves the tax burden 
through several means. The new 
school financial formula will 
lower taxes in 350 out of the 600 
New Jersey school districts, And, 
it should be noted, these 350 dis- 
tricts are currently educating 80% 
of all school-age children. 

The Tax Reform Package also 
includes several altogether long- 
reaching and Significant benefits: 

1) Under the new Homestead 
Rebate Program, $596 million 
dollars will be targeted for rebates 
to homeowners and renters whose 
Property taxes exceed 5 percent 
of their income; 

2) Rebates will directly im- 
pact upon 1.3 million homeown- 
ers and 812-thousand tenants; 

3) 20 Percent of taxpayers 
filing for returns (approximately 
745,000 state residents) receive a 
maximum rebate of $500. 

4) If you're making $22,000 
per year and paying $750 in rent, 
you've received $35 under the old 
rebate program. The newly en- 
acted Tax Reform Package boosts 
your rebate to $ 500. 

More tax relief is provided by 
the state assuming the costs of 
certain human services - i.e., wel- 
fare services - from county and 
local governments, These 
takeovers lower the county por- 
tion of taxes by an average of 10 
percent, 

Combined state and local 
taxes (not including school taxes) 

eases for the average family 
of four in all but 66 of the state's 
567 municipalities. While tax 
rates of 7% have been applied to 
single persons earning more than 
$70,000 dollars and married cou- 
ples earning more than $150,000, 
the fact remains that only a mi- 
nority of high income earners 
(approximately 17 percent of the 
people of New Jersey) will pay 
additional income taxes - contrary 
to much of the rhetoric that is 
being bandied about.

Adaptability and survival. No

We have been through it all 
and somehow, still manage to 
dominate everything we wy our 
hands at or put our minds to. We, 
to the dismay of our oppressors, 
even manage to keep smiling, 
singing, and creating (face it, we 
just "got it like that"). 

This is what Crossroad. The- 
atre's latest stage production, 
"Bongi's Journey” is all about. 

Filled with emotional song 
and dance, we follow the story of 
a South African girl, 
(whose Zulu name means "we 
give thanks) from her birth in the 
village of Kwanobamba into 
womanhood. We also watch on as 
her life becomes entangled and 
mercilessly. manipulated as she is 
pulled deeper and deeper into the 
genocidal web of apartheid. 

The tale begins, as everyone's 
life should, with happiness, 
friends, family, and community. 
As a little girl, Bongi shows us 
her innocence to life's darker side 
as she believes that the reason her 
father has left home is because of 
a child's tale: that she drank ama- 
hewu (a beverage made from corn 
meal) and that all fathers leave 
home and never come back when 
they catch their children drinking 
it. The truth is that her father has 
been made to work in the mines 
of eGoli (the city of gold, Johan- 
nesburg.

"The Long Walk Home" 


Just the other day, a friend asked what was the best movie I'd seen 
all this year. None came to mind...that is until the other night and "A 
Long Walk Home", a film I strongly recommend that everyone see. It 
is the story of how the Montgomery bus boycott of 1955 affected two 
families--one black, one white--as told through the eyes of a seven- 
year old child. But don't go thinking this one will put you to sleep. It 
1s a powerful, compelling and at times riveting drama that captures the 
terrifying tension and high drama of those turbulent times. 

The casual brutality and rampant humiliation characteristic of the 
Jum Crow south were recreated with chilling accuracy, complete with 

‘Nigger jokes" and mass meetings shot in the very churches that 
spawned the real-life movement. Why, some of the extras, had even 
been present at the original rally of the White Citizen's council some 
35 years ago. Inspired by "To Kill A Mockingbird" and "Eyes On 
The Prize", this is also a film about the unsung heroes of America's 
most controversial movement, and a peek into southern rituals. 

Whoopi Goldberg plays Odessa Cotter who is a maid in the 
Thompson household, when the boycott begins and is just as 
suddenly faced with getting to and from work--a nine-mile trek by 
foot. Sissy Spacek is Miriam Thompson, a housewife and socialite, 
torn between who she is and who her husband and a segregated South 
wants her to be. 
When the long, walk home forces Odessa to tender her 
is Miriam di ines to do the i i her black 
maid to and from work, forcing a wedge between she and her 
husband. As the conflict intensifies, so too does her resolve to help, 
until finally she volunteers to be one of the drivers of a local carpool, 
in spite of Whoopi's warning that she is opening a Pandora's box. 
All of which in her face in the film's most climactic moment, as the 
White Citizen's Council (including Miriam's unknowing husband, 
Norman) attempt to shut the carpool down, casts both Miriam and 
Odessa into the middle of a near race riot. 

The cast is brilliant as this is nothing shy of a powerful film, 
showing the guts of a movement that nearly tore a city apart, while 
bringing two women from different backgrounds together. Other 
notable performances are turned in by Cosby kid, Erika Alexander as 
Whoopi's teenage daughter Selma, who slips out on a rendevous and 
in the interest of time, takes the bus, only to learn a profound lesson 
from her brother, Richard Habersham, who boldly takes a non-violent 
stand when her actions lead to a confrontation between he and three 
young white street toughs. 

All in all, "The Long Walk Home" is an extraordinary story of 
courage. A film we should be most happy to send our children to,--a 
film they shouldn't be denied, recalling moments we need to 
remember and a time we should never forget.

has not takena position onthe issue. NAACP Works To Put Black 
Firms In Music Video Mix: It's no secret that the music video explo- 
sion has generated not only a huge pool of revenues within the record 
industry, but quite a windfall for the offen times small, independent 
firms that produce them, However, it was a process that minorities 
were being excluded from. That's according to the NAACP, which has 
begun working with record labels and production companies to change 
the situation. "We received complaints from African-American video 
production firms about getting access to the market," says Michael 
Fletcher, who was appointed as head of a task force to rectify the issue. 
That task force has now set a goal of at least 40% representation of 
African-American personnel working on videos. Presently, blacks 
sometimes comprise as little as 5% of the’ crews. However, after 
meeting with some of the respective labels, things are looking up, and 
many have gone on record to commit themselves to hiring minority 
producers and directors.. Already, MCA has determined that six pro- 
jects per year will go to minority-owned start-up companies. What's 
more, the NAACP is now working to provide labels with a directory of 
more than 200 black video professionals as a resource guide. And 
while the NAACP, has come to the aid of black video companies, the 
Congressional Black Caucus is moving to ensure that both women 
an minorities have the opportunity to compete equally in the TV 
arena. In a letter to FCC Chairman Alfred Sikes, Congressmen Ron 
Dellums and Edolphus Towns urged that the financial interest and 
syndication rules be retained "because they have increased the partici- 
pation of women and minorities in the television industry" What's 
more, the Caucus believes it imperative that there be no erosion in the 
environment that has enabled women and minorities to maintain their 
hardwon opportunities to compete in the TV programming market.
